I observed  the  gun  in  Huby 

hand  and  observed  him  shot  Oswald  in  the  side.  Just  before  K^y.got 

to  Oswald  I recognized  Jack  and  shouted  " Jack  you  S .0.  B.  don  t do  it  . 


As  Oswald  fell  to  the  floor  X helped  pick  him  u* 

jail  office  • where  we  placed  him  on  the  floor.  I U6ed  my  7 

the  hand-cuffs  off  of  Oswald  and  the  homicide  detective.  I aa*ad  and 

was  told  to  also  take  the  other  set  of  hand-cuffs  off  of  Oswald. 

At  this  time  X helped  pull  his  shirt  up  and  observed  the  place  “bare 
Oswald  was  shot.  At  this  time  I asked  Oswald  if  ba^-nything^hat 
he  wanted  to  tell  us.  I also  asked  if  he  had  “jtbing  that  h.  wanted 
to  have  us  tell  anyone.  Oswald  did  not  make  a statement  that  I heard. 


I stayed  in  the  jail  office  with  Oswald  until  he  was  placed  on  the  cot 
and  taken  to  the  hospitale
